As I am a neighbor and 
friend of Edith Smith, who 
took the picture, I can appreci- 
ate her taste and compliment 
her on the excellence of her 
photography, and also the 
beauty of the scene. It makes a 
lovely winter page. 

But there is someone else 
who would surely appreciate 
receiving credit for some of the 
beauty of this picture. And that 
is the owner of this property. 
Margaret Sharer, a person of 
great discernment in many 
things. Although she is only 
able to spare a few weeks a 
year to stay here, due to her 
professional duties, she makes 
a great effort to see that every- 
thing is done to keep this prop- 
erty in beautiful condition. Be- 
sides seeing that the interior of 
the house is kept in scrupulous- 
ly polished condition, (as this 
is a very beautifully restored 
fine home), she is careful to see 
that the outdoors is kept hand- 
some. She keeps the field in the 
picture carefully mowed, so 
that in winter the snow lies 
deep and white, and in the 
spring the grass is green. Be- 
sides keeping the grass clipped, 
the ivy weeded, the roadsides 
weed cleared right to the roads 
edge, she has taken great pains 
to have the entire brookside 
cleared of bushes, tangles of 
vines, and even the scraggly 
trees and brush carefully trim- 
med and cleared away.

WARDEN CASE: Major John D. Case, ye olde Marine 
Officer, who is now in command at the Bucks Prison in 
Doylestown, has his rehabilitation program well way. At 
the same time he is looking forward to the completion of a new 
$160,000 security prison being erected in Doylestown Town- 
ship. In the meantime the 79-year-old prison sometimes called 
“The Pine Street Hotel is undergoing a face-lifting that will 
make it more modern in every respect. 

Prisoners now receive pay envelopes, believe it or not. 
Some prisoners work at their jobs outside during the week and 
spend Saturday and Sundays in prison. Major hopes to 
have all his staff of 24 guards specially trained another 
year at special schools. 

Something else new at the BCF is a regular visit to the 
prison by a social worker from the William Penn Center in 
Fallsington, who is setting up, or helping to establish a 
coordinated education rehabilitation . 

During some of his spare moments (they are very few), 
Major Case has been addressing various clubs and pn 
tions. As an interesting speaker he is TOPS in . The 
warden also illustrates his talks with colored of the 
institution he heads. 

Major Case says the new prison farm being built on the 
grounds of Neshaminy Manor Home (the county's home for the 
aged) will afford much improved and much needed facilities as 
our county population increases rapidly. Major Case is 
thoroughly convinced that the prison farm be separated from 
the maximum security prison. 

At the present time' a closed circuit, electrically ted 
entrance and exit-unit is being installed at the prison. will 
open and close the prison entrance door automatically by 
pressing a button. From the inside of the prison mi aa in 
charge can see who is “waiting at the door” to get inside, with- 
out actually opening the door until he gets the “green light.” 

Major Case told me that when the prison farm is built, 48 
sèlected prisoners will be housed there, men who have been 
classified for rehabilitation. 

“I am quite certain”, Major Case told me, “therapeutic 
atmosphere of the unwalled prison farm should go a long way 
toward keeping prisoners from returning. 

Major Case said that in the new prison farm headquarters 
will be quartered prisoners ranging from youthful first offenders 
to long-time. vagrants and alcoholics. One thing the prisoners 
will have in common, the warden promises—is work. 

It is my belief of Major Case that there is no rehabilitation 
possible, without work. He claims that nobody can change a 
man’s criminal attitude if all he does is sit on his hands all day. 

Many men are in Bucks County Prison because they have 
never learned to employ their leisure time properly, in the 
warden’s opinion.

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‘Fireman - 


Save My Child’

Roy C. Kulp, Panorama’s His- 
torical Editor, is one of Penn- 
sylvania's most noted histor- 
ians.

His private library of 
historical books and docu- 
ments is one of the largest and 
most respected in the State. 
Mr. Kulp has had articles and 
papers published by most of 
the leading historical journals 
in Pennsylvania. 


Today, when a fire is seen or 
the shriek of a fire alarm is 
heard there is little concern 
compared to that of yesteryear., 
The only ones interested today 
are those directly effected and 
the idle curious. This is simply 
because we are completely 
assured of the prompt and 
efficient call of those vigilent 
fire-fighters, the “Volunteer 
Fireman”. This was not always 
the circumstance, as history 
tells us. It was only fifty years 
ago that many of the rural 
villages had no fire equipment 
and had to depend on a nearby 
company to come to its assis- 
tance. Often times this was too 
late. 

Let's look back to the colon- 
ial years, when small villages 
were being formed wherever 
homes and barns were huddled 
together. In these times, a fire 
was everyones affair. 

In many colonial towns the 
law required each home to 
have a leather bucket ready for 
action in case of fire. If no one 
was able to use it, it was to be 
thrown into the street, so that 
someone else could participate 
in the “bucket brigade.” 

When the cry of FIRE! 
FIRE! FIRE! was heard in the 
streets, a time of hysteria filled 
the town. People ran to and 
fro, screaming and yelling, in 
order to wake up every volun- 
teer. The church bells rang 
loud and wild in a furious 
double-time. Finally a bucket 
brigade was formed. (This was 
the first attempt to have an 
organized fire-protection com- 
pany in America.) The bucket 
brigade was nothing more than 
a long line of men stretched 
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from a creek or well, to the 
fire, passing the buckets to 
each other. Many years later an 
improved system was devel- 
oped when the volunteers ran 
to the fire pulling hose-carts 
and carrying well pumps. It 
was not until the 1850's did 
the first successful steam 
engine appear in America. 

The first organized fire com- 
pany in America was started 
by Benjamin Franklin in Phila- 
delphia in 1736. He called his 
company the Union Volunteer 
Fire Company, a most re- 
spected organization. Men 
fought for the limited member- 
ships in this company. All 
could not be accepted, conse- 
quently, other groups organ- 
ized, setting themselves against 
each other, buying  flashier 
uniforms and gaudicr engines. 
As time went on, there was all 
but a “Kentucky Derby” to get 
to cach fire. There was a race 
to every fire to see who could 
get there first. When they 
arrived, there was another con- 
test to see who could out-pump 
their rival companies. Brawls 
frequently broke out causing 
havoc, name-calling and blood- 
ined and the fire was seem- 
ingly left unattended. 

During the mid-Nineteenth 
century, the rivalry that existed 
in some of the larger cities is 
almost unbelievable. Some fire- 
men paid as high as two-thou- 
sand dollars for a hat trimmed 
in gold and silver,and uniforms 
became just as gaudy. Fire 
equipment became _ flashier. 
Horses, too, were in great 
demand to pull the equipment. 
“No horses spared,” as the 
expression goes. When many 
of these companies were going 
to a fire, it appeared to one 
early traveler, that they were 
“going to a parade.” 

Membership in an alert fire 
company became a sort of 
status symbol. “The competi- 
tion to be first at a Fire,” wrote 
an English traveler in the 
1850's “is so ardent, that am- 
bitious young men sleep as if 
a part of the brain were left 
awake to watch for the word 
Fire. They will sometimes put 
on their boots and great-coats, 
carry their clothes in their 
hands, and dress at the fire. In 
rushing along the streets, some- 
times blowing horns, and ring- 
ing the large bells attached to 
the engines . . . they often run 
down and severely injure pas- 
sengers who are in their way; 
or if one of themselves fall, the 
rest drag on the engine, regard- 
less of his fate, and occasion- 
ally break his legs or arms with 
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the wheels . . . when two com- 
panics arrive at a fire at the 
same time, the companics 
frequently fight for the first 
place, and then a desperate and 
bloodly battle will rage for a 
considerable time, while the 
flames are making an un- 
checked progress.” 

Many of the boys and young 
men who “ran with the ma- 
chine” as voluntecr aides to 
the volunteers, were often 
irresponsible roughnecks for 
whom the fighting was a large 
part of the sport. 

The first attempt to have an 
organized fire company in 
Doylestown was in 1825, when 
Asher Miner, the editor of the 
then “Correspondent” news- 
paper printed in Doylestown, 
called for a meeting. It was to 
be held on Monday night, 
January 24, 1824 at 7 o'clock 
at the public house of Jacob 
Kohl known as The SHIP 
TAVERN, located at the cast 
corner of present day Main 
and State streets. At that meet- 
ing, a company was formed, 
and the following officers were 
elected: President, Abraham 
Chapman; Vice President, Tim- 
othy Smith; Treasurer, John 
Pugh; and secretary, William 
T. Rogers. 

The early records of this 
company are vague, but we do 
find several incidents which 
took place over a period of

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Bucks County is a hotbed of 
individualism and there’s a rev- 
olutionist in Doylestown — a 
real troublemaker! His name? 
Ralph S. Kuhn. Description? 
Slight build, young, medium 
height, soft voice, mild man- 
nered. Hardly the stereotyped 
picture of a revolutionary. But 
make no mistake — behind 
that facade this person is a rad- 
ical, a man to be watched. 

Mr. Kuhn doesn’t disguise 
his presence and even has the 
nerve to make his headquarters 
within the very shadow of the 
Bucks County Court House. 
Such effrontery! 

His center of operations is 
easily identifiable by an 
“Apothecary” sign at 42 East 
Court Street. Mr. Kuhn is a 
pharmacist and therein hangs 
the tale, but the quaint exterior 
of his shop, conforming with 
the historical character of the 
town, in no way reveals his 
revolutionary spirit. 

This is no ordinary pharma- 
cy or drug store in the way 
that you and I know it. Gone 
are the ice cream stools, soda 
fountain, after-shave lotion and 


beauty preparations. In their 
place is a single, spotless, 
“office-type” room, complete 


with walnut paneling and a fire- 
place that works. 

Within these quarters Mr. 
Kuhn has helped stir up a 
heated controversy among fel- 
low pharmacists. His revolu- 
tion is the counterpart of a sim- 
ilar uprising conducted by a 
friend and colleague in Berry- 
ville, Virginia. In essence it is 
an attempt to free the profes- 
sional pharmacist from the grip 
of the mass market merchan- 
disers whose influence, he feels, 
has placed most pharmacists in 
a class with the five and ten 
cent store operators and finds 
them selling anything from El- 
vis Presley to Benzedrine. This 
association, Kuhn believes, has 
lowered the quality of service 
to clients and has thereforé en- 
dangered the professional repu- 
tation of the pharmacist. How-

ever, Mr. Kuhn also questions 
the ability of the pharmacist to 
carry out his professional obli- 
gation to the public if 50% of 
his time must be spent dispens- 
ing candy bars and hair pins. 
As any true revolutionary, 
Mr. Kuhn is a man who active-

ly supports his beliefs in deed 
as well as word. After gradua- 
tion from the University of 
Pittsburgh School of Pharmacy 
in 1952, he worked for his 
father in the family drug store 
in Vandergrift, Pennsylvania. 
There he began to develop the 


idea of having an honest-to- 
goodness pharmacy of his own. 
Finally one April morning, 
after nine years of peddling 
tooth paste and hair brushes, 
his professional conscience got 
the better of him and he quit 
the security of his father’s 
store to establish his dream in 
Doylestown in August, 1962. 

It is still too soon to predict 
success or failure for this ven- 
ture. Instant success was not 
expected nor forthcoming, but 
the signs are pointing to posi- 
tive recognition. 

If success does come to Mr. 
Kuhn, could it really affect 
other men in the profession? 
Do others secretly support his 
philosophy but hesitate to 
make the same fateful de- 
cision? What will be the fate 
of the corner drug store as we 
know it today? 

Dr. Robert Edward King, 
Professor of Pharmacy at the 
Philadelphia College of Phar- 
macy and Science, sees this 
approach of Mr. Kuhn as an 
advantage to pharmacy, the 
physician and the patient. “Our 
problem”, he says, “is how te 
be a better pharmacist and to 
provide patients with a better 
service than what they are now 
receiving. A pharmacist who 
can devote himself completely 
to his profession will be able to 
specialize and in a very real 
sense offer individual therapy, 
a service which is not now 
available. This prospect could 
eventually lead to board quali- 
fications for pharmacists in vari- 
ous fields of specialization, an 
event which could only be of 
immediate benefit to the pa- 
tient. Drug stores as we know 
them will continue to thrive, 
but they will not be run by 
pharmacists.” 

The final answer to these 
and other leading questions 
about the pharmaceutical pro- 
fession may very well be an- 
swered by men like Ralph 
Kuhn who dare to strive for an 
ideal.

breaking VFW demonstration of “patriotism in action” 
throughout the United States and overseas. 

From Yokohama to Maine and Puerto Rico to Alaska, 
VFW men and women are living up a variety of Loyalty Day 
programs. In this arca it is the District Dinner of the 25th of 
April that will make the observance of Loyalty Day by posts in 
Bucks and Lehigh counties. 

What is Loyalty Day? It was started by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, by Americans for America, as a countermeasure 
against Communist demonstrations of ridicule and hatred for 
American ideals. The VFW men were sickened by anti-Ameri- 
can activities and our combat veterans declared—‘Let’s push 
these characters into the background. Let’s lead a LOYALTY 
campaign. Let’s revive some of the old-fashioned American 
fighting spirit.” 

As a result, the Congress of the United States enacted P.L. 
85-529 which provides, and according to our Congressman 
Willard S. Curtin (R., Bucks-Lehigh) May 1 of each year 
shall be called LOYALTY DAY. “It shall be a special day 
for the reaffirmation of loyalty to the United States—and for 
recognition of the heritage of American freedoms.” 

All Bucks countians and others elsewhere who are citizens, 
are urged to fly their flags and demonstrate their patriotism 
with appropriate ceremonies in communities, schools and 
churches. That is the Federal Government’s recognition of 
LOYALTY DAY.

In the early 1800's, an Inn was built 
near the corner of Main Street and 
Shewell Avenue. Called “The Court 
Inn,” it was the center of most of 
Doylestown’s activity in the middle part 
of the last century. The host of The 
Court Inn was William Watts, whose 
main claim to fame was that he was 
the proud owner of two “Lafayette 
Horses.” These were two of the six 
cream bays that drew the carriage of the 
great Frenchman through the streets of 
Philadelphia in 1824. 

In 1866, Allen H. Heist bought The 
Court Inn and erected the building that 
stood until recently. It was later called 
the Monument House. You will note in 
the photo at the top of the page, the 
trolley station across the street. 


In more recent times, the building be- 
came known as The Bucks County Inn. 
(Your editor had the pleasure of joining 
Senator Mansfield (now majority leader 
in the U.S. Senate) for breakfast there 
one morning, as the Senator passed 
through town.) Many of the famous 
and the near famous could be counted 
among its guests. 

The Bucks County Inn began a steady 
decline in recent years until it finally 
closed its doors. Last year the Inn was 
raised for the construction of the new 
Doylestown Federal Savings and Loan 
Association Building. The photos at the 
bottom of this page show the cranes and 
| bulldozers doing the job. With the clear- 

ing of the lot, one era ended, and a new 
one began.

the pump. After several hours 
the fire was under control. It 
was later discovered that the 
prisoners had started the fire 
by thrownig matches out of the 
jail windows onto the straw in 
the stable below. This fire 
aroused the people of Doyles- 
town, and the following month 
the Doylestown Fire Company 
No 1 was organized at Heist’s 
hotel, where several hundred 
were in attendance. 

Nearly a half-century ago 
Doylestown experienced its 
worst fire. It was on Christmas 
day, 1913. The then famous

The entire 
surrounding area was alerted, 
and the following companies 
came to the rescue; Chalfont 
Fire Co; Pioneer Co. of Jen- 
kintown; Lingohocken Co. of 
Wycombe; and the Willow 
Grove and Hatboro Fire Com- 
panies. The fire raged for 
hours and to complicate things 
abit more, the Jenkintown Fire 
Company could have stayed 
home. It was discovered that 
their couplings didn’t match. 
They had bragged that they 
made it to Doylestown in the 
same time as the Wycombe 
Engine, exactly twenty-three 
minutes, a record time! On that 
day all the roads leading to 
Doylestown were crowded with 
wagons and curious people 
who were attracted to Doyles- 
town by the dense smoke when 
it was reported the whole town 
would burn down. But it did 
not, thanks to the Volunteers. 

Today, the many volunteer 
Fire Companies that dot Bucks 
County do not have the same 
type of rivalry as they did in 
“the old days”, but the same 
pride of getting to a fire and 
putting it out in the fastest 
period of time still exists. 
Today, instead of gaudy fire 
trucks and fancy uniforms, the 
emphasis is on fast, efficient 
equipment. 

The fire companies have a 
rich and colorful history. But 
then, as now, we all owe the 
volunteer fireman a vote of 
thanks. Without these unselfish 
men and women, who, on a 
moments notice drop every- 
thing to get to the fire and 
save the burning structure, 
where would we be? 


(Ed Note — Our thanks to Mr. 
Kulp for preparing this histori- 
cal narrative on early fire 
fighters of Bucks County. Next 
month, The Bucks County 
Historical Society on Pine 
Street, Doylestown, will present 
a display of the many forms of 
early fire fighting. The photos 
that appear with this article 
show some of the early fire 
fighting equipment on display 
at the museum in their new 
basement annex.
